Jam es F, Carey, the socialist of H averhill explains the causes of d ru n k ­ 
enness thus: 
“T here are two kinds of drunkards, 
the rich and poor. 
The rich m an 
d rinks because he has nothing else to do. 
D runkenness am ong th? poor Is 
caused by a lack of sufficient nutrition, of beautiful surroundings about their 
homes, of san itary conditions about th eir places 
of em ploym ent, 
gnd the 
trem endous 
drain upon their nervous force required of them under present 
Industrial conditions. 
In order to cure drunkenness we 
m ust 
rem ove the 
causes. The efforts of so-called tem perance people have heretofore, and are 
now directed to Its effects, leaving tho cause untouched.” 
There is a good deal of tru th in Mr. C arey’s diagonals of the case. 
As ive 
have repeatedly stated unsanitary conditions and unsightly surroundings arc 
gTeat inducem ents to drink. So is bad cooking, according to Judge Hadley 
of this city. 
The friends of tem perance and progress in 
this city have set out to re­ 
m o v e some of those causes. 
To secure good cooking free classes have been 
sta rted 
In the a rt of cooking. These It Is hoped 
will 
benefit the w orking 
people. They are conducted in connection w ith the People’s club. 
To Improve the environm ent and aff,,id public 
breathing places a park 
com m ission will be appointed which will be 
expected to do 
m uch In this 
line. 
The board of health will be appealed to to im prove the sa n ita ry condi­ 
tions w herever they are found objectionable. 
W ork along these and various other lines Is p retty sure to bear good fruit, 
especially during no-llcense tim es when the tem ptation offered by the sa ­ 
loons will be removed. 
We anticipate a tem perance revival 
this city 
so 
th at Judge Hadley will not have to sit dally and dispose of from tw enty to 
sixty cases of drunkenness.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—An un­ 
successful attem p t w as m ade y ester­ 
day to lay the shore end of the Pacific 
cable. 
As a result 
the 
biff 
steam er 
Silvertow n w ith the cable in her hold 
is still floating idly on the w aters of 
San Francisco bay, and abca-d of hp*- 
there is keen disappointm ent, th a t a d ­ 
verse conditions m ade a failure of yes 
terd ay 's attem p t to lay the first span 
of cable tow ard the new A m erican pos 
sessions. 
A strong unfavorable tide w as 
the 
chief cause of the failure of the first 
step of the g reat 
undertaking, 
and 
m inor casualties m arked the efforts of 
the w orkm en at the shore end, one of 
the victim s being no less a personage 
th an C larence H., M ackey, president of 
the Com m ercial Cable 
com pany, 
who 
w as not seriously hurt. 
The day was 
perfect as to w eather conditions and 
the occasion had been m ade the cause 
for a sem i-holiday, fully 25,000 people 
being gathered at the beach. 
It w as nearly ll o'clock before the 
life saving crew from the South Side 
and the B aker’s Beach station ap p e ar­ 
ed on the scene w ith th eir surf boats 
ready to lend any 
assistan ce 
th a t 
m ight be needed in com m unicating be­ 
tw een the steam er and the shore. 
The 
crew s of these boats, and the crews of 
tw o boats launched from the steam er, 
carried a large rope from the Silver­ 
tow n to a point outside the breakers, 


and w aited there w hile another boat 
from the life saving station cam e out 
through the surf to carry the end of 
the rope to land. 
The boat, draw n by 
horses cam e into the su rf 
and 
the 
crew climbed into th e ir places. 
There 
w as a cheer from the crowd as the 
men m et the breakers, and the cheer 
frightened 
the 
horses. 
The 
team 
broke aw ay on the driver and with the 
boat carriage dragging a fte r it plung­ 
ed into the crowd of people who had 
gathered on the beach. 
Several children w’ere knocked down 
in the scram ble to get out of the way 
of the m addened horses, but the a n i­ 
m als were caught before serious injury 
had been done. 
A fter several attem pts 
the life saving crew succeeded in g et­ 
tin g ashore a haw ser to w hich was a t­ 
tached the cable. 
A w alt of four and 
o ne-half hours for w ater w as had be­ 
fore an attem p t was m ade to draw the 
cable ashore. 
The haw ker sagged so 
th a t it was im possible 
to 
draw 
it 
ashore through the strong tide. 
Ju st 
before the attem pt w as abandoned for 
the day several men took hold of the 
haw ser for a final pull. 
The 
hawker 
flew up and struck Clarence Mackay, 
who w as h it on the chin and knocked 
off his feet. 
George W. M cNear, of 
th is city, was struck in the back of the 
head and rendered unconscious for a 
sh o rtftim e . 
Frank H otaling, of 
New 
York, was struck in the face, su stain ­ 
ing a severe cut. 
A nother trial will be m ade Monday.

ARMY TRANSPORT 


Sec. Root’s Comment on 


Service 


In his report to 
Congress 
Secretary 
Root called attention to the advisability 
of abandoning the arm y transport sys­ 
tem between the United States and tho 
Philippines, making a contract with some 
shipping line to carry on this business. 
At the opening of the Spanish w!ar the 
war department found itself face to face 
with a new problem. 
Thut was the fur 
nlshing of transportation to troops and 
munitions of war from our shores to 
Cuba, Porto Rico and tho Philippines. 
Ships had to be purchased for this service 
and 
as might be expected when Undo 
Sam entered the m arket to get goods Jn a 
hurry, he was obliged to pay a good round 
sum. 
Since the close of the war our 
transport fleet has been reduced, and now 
th at the number of troops iii the Philip­ 
pines is to be curtailed, a still further re­ 
duction can be made. 
According to tho 
government figures on June 30, 1902, there 
were 22 transports under tile control of 
the war department, ranging in size from 
a net tonnage of 3KX to a net tonnage of 
4607. 
This list includes 15 steel vessels, 
six iron vessels and one wooden vessel. 
Sine of the transports were built in tne 
's, nine In the 90's and three in the 
70s. 
On the older ships, if operated, it 
is probable that there w'ould oe a heavy 
annual charge for repairs and renew al. 
The shipping company which has b d 
for the government business Detween the 
Pacific coast and the Philippines has a 
fleet of practically new ships. Including 
some of the finest vessels on the Pacific. 
We should be very much surprised lf 
this company could not transport all the 
troops and goods needed by Uncle 8am 
in the Philippines more rapidly and at 
much less cost than is possible by using 
transports run by the government. 
At 
the same time, the awarding of such a 
contract on fair term s would open up 
better communieatiorts between this coun­ 
try and the far east 
Beatae* establish­ 
ing a line running regular and frequent 
trips to our new possessions, it would also 
furnish an outlet to our exporters into 
the m arkets of eastern Asia. Such ft con­ 
tract given to a shipping finn would be 
entirely different from a 
bounty. 
It 
would be a legitimate paym ent for ser­ 
vices rendered to the government. 
In 
the end. in our opinion, such a payment 
would do more to really benefit shipping 
than would the subsidy bills that ,v.a ' e 
been Introduced into Congress by those 
who wish to vote the public money so 
th at individuals and corporations can ob 
tain larger dividends.

Som ething Is to be 
said against the entrance into business

and 
the w illing­ 
ness of women who desire “pin mon­ 
ey” to work for less than a fair m arket 
rate is responsible for some economic 
evils. 
But It m ay be doubted lf hold­ 
ing a salaried 
position a t norm al pay 
Is In any sense an Injury to the com­ 
m unity. 
If a woman, 
In a governm ent or a 
private position, 
does her 
wrork and 
earns her money her dom estic circum 
stances need be no concern of her em ­ 
ployer. 
Strictly speaking It would be 
as fair to discrim inate against unm ar­ 
ried men as against unm arried wom&n. 
Eighteen 
hundred dollars 
a year, let 
us say, 
m eans m uch more to a man 
w ith a large fam ily than to a bachelor; 
and, on the principle laid down by Mr. 
Payne the form er ought to be favored, 
other 
things 
being equal, 
when 
It 
comes to m aking appointm ents. 
But 
there are some m arried men who need 
money much more than others; so th a t 
lf 
discrim ination 
Is once 
attem pted 
there is no logical bound to It. 
Again, 
lf a m an 
has a private in­ 
come Is 
he to be 
discouraged 
from 
seeking to add to it? 
This would be 
quite 
as reasonable as any other de­ 
vice for regulating com petition. G ran t­ 
ed th a t 
the 
post 
office 
departm ent 
m ight take unm arried women when It 
could, is there not som ething too arb i­ 
trary In the dism issal of the woman 
who m arries? It would be a cruel al­ 
ternative to 
put before a woman who 
saw a chanco of m arrying happily only 
on 
the condition 
thut she m ight, 
at 
least for a time, contribute her share 
of 
the fam ily earnings. 
And them 
will be the tem ptation to m arry secret­ 


ly and so escape the necessity of resign 
nation. 
How can the departm ent pre­ 
vent th at except by setting up an in- 
question of the most tyrannical and in­ 
tolerable sort? 
There Is trouble ahead 
for Mr, Payne Is he persists in his or­ 
der. 
A fu rth e r question Is raised as 
to 
the sta tu s of the married women a l­ 
ready In 
the departm ent. 
Will they 
be asked 
to choose between 
divorce 
and 
dism issal? 
It would be plainly 
contra bonos m ores lf they were. 
Birt 
It Is w orth 
while 
to note 
that one 
m arried 
woman has secured 
hereelf 
by arranging for a separation from her 
husband. She says th a t she has lived 
Independently 
of him 
for some time, 
th a t she cares 
little for him and that 
both will be quite as happy apart. 
Ie 
Mr. 
Payne prepared, 
however, to be 
an accomplice In 
the breaklng-up of 
homes? 
It would be 
Interesting to 
know ju st how m any women In 
the 
departm ent are married. The majority 
of 
wives from the 
very 
nature of 
things, find regular outside work Im­ 
practicable. 
There 
are 
no 
doubt 
m any resignations from the service on 
account of m arriage as it is. The argu­ 
m ent th at m arriage interferes with

w om an’s efficiency m ay or m ay not be

is a law unto Itself.

There is a green and gold b u t­ 
terfly in Jam aica Intermixed with plum 
color which would make a fortune to 
anybody who could reproduce it, or the 
olive green and deep yellow of a Chi­ 
nese moth. 
There is no lace so lovely 
as some of the butterfly patterns, and 
a light salmon colored butterfly in west 
Africa would indeed give a delightful 
scheme of color to m any dress subjects, 
only it would be a degradation to the 
butterfly.

Are the coal dealers doing the best 
they can to supply the demand for 
coal? 
A great m any people seem In 
dined to the belief that the coal deal 
era are holding back. The coal dealers 
say that they have no coal and that 
it is foolish to suppose th at they would 
hold it back lf they had It. 
"You can get nearly any price you 
ask for coal now,” said a dealer to The 
Hun reporter today, "and if I had a 
supply on hand I would be quite will 
log to sell at the present price.” 
Two other dealers said th at they 
had some coal but th at It Is all engag 
ed and that they are delivering it as 
fast as they can. 
The situation Is 
really a bit paradoxical—there is coal 
and there isn’t any coal. 
There is considerable coal 
In the 
Boston & Maine yard* consigned 
td 
local dealers. 
There are six gondola 
cars of anthracite coal and a hopper 
of chestnut coal for one dealer and the 
cars have been In Lowell for about 
a week. 
The dealer says that he has 
been unable to have the cars placed 
In a position where he could unload 
them. 
The Boston & Maine collects 
demurage charges on each and every 
car th at Is not unloaded 
within so 
many hours. 
This rule will undoubt­ 
edly be enforced when the dealer in 
question unloads his coal. 
The rail­ 
road people deny that there has been 
any coal In their local yards that they 
have failed to place In a position to 
unload and there you are. 
The coal dealer says one thing and 
the railroad men another. 
One poor woman called at the office 
of a wood and coal dealer a few days 
ago. She wanted to buy some 
wood 
and the dealer told her that he would 
sell ber ten cents’ worth and that she 
could come again the next day. 
She 
explained that she could not afford to 


come the next day. She had five child­ 
ren 
to 
look 
after and she wanted 
to buy enough that day to last three 
or 
four days. 
The 
dealer stuck to 
his original plan and told her that she 
would have to come again the 
next. 
May. 
Ile told her that 
he might be 
able to make a dollar more by holding 
w hat wood she wanted another day. 
All the dealers claim, however, that 
they will have coal enough next week 
to allow everybody a little and that 
the price will not be as great as it has 
been. 
They all claim to have coal on 
the way and one dealer says there are 
12 cars of his ten days overdue. 
A marx who rode from 
Boston 
to 
Lowell on a slow train a few days 
ago said th at he counted 250 cars of 
coal on the sidetracks between the two 
cities. 
Quite a lot of wood was offered for 
sale about town this forenoon. 
The 
farm ers were asking $12 for good wood 
and $8 and $10 for scrub wood. 
One 
fellow came In from Tewksbury with a 
load of spindly 
birches. 
Each stick 
was about fourteen feet long and none 
of the sticks was larger around than 
the ordinary m an’s wrist. 
The sap 
was running from them and the fa r­ 
mer said: "Nice fresh birch, cut yes­ 
terday.” 
He pulled up in the rear of 
the M arket street building and 
one 
man told him it was downright rob­ 
bery to ask $8 for such a load of wood. 
"I could get $10 for It lf I wanted to 
stay In town long enough,” replied the 
farm er. 
A man who tusked that his name be 
not mentioned bought a load of wood In 
Merrimack street today and gave the 
man from whom he bought it orders 
to distribute it at five different homes. 
The modest 
philanthropist wrote five 
addresses and handed them to the far­ 
mer.

ARMY TRANSPORT 


Sec. Root’s Comment on 


Service 


In his report to 
C ongress 
Secretary 
R oot called attention to the advisability 
of abandoning the arm y transport sy s­ 
tem betw een the United States and the 
Philippines, m aking a contract w ith som e 
shipping lino to carry on this business 
At the opening of the Spanish war the 
w ar departm ent found Itself face to face 
w ith a new problem . 
T hat w as tho fur­ 
nishing of transportation to troops and 
m unitions of war 
from our shores to 
Cuba, P orto Rico and the Philippines. 
Ships had to be purchased for this service 
and 
as m ight bo expected when U ncle 
Sam entered the m arket to get goods In a 
hurry, he w as obliged to pay a good round 
sum . 
Since tile 
H 
o b o of tho w ar our 
transport fleet has been reduced, and now 
th at the number of troops in the Philip­ 
pines is to be curtailed, a still further re­ 
duction can be m ade. 
According to the 
governm ent figures on June 30, 1902, there 
were 22 transports under the control of 
the war departm ent, tanging in size from 
a net tonnage of 3X8 to a net tonnage of 
45o7. 
This list includes 15 steel vessels, 
six iron v essels and one wooden vessel. 
Nine of the transports were built in toe 
xo's, nine in the 90's and three in tile 
70s. 
On the older ships, if operated, it 
is probable that there would ne a heavy 
annual charge for repairs and renew als. 
The shipping com pany which 
has b d 
for the governm ent business Between tile 
Pacific coast and the Philippines has a 
fleet of practically new ships, including 
som e of the finest vessels on the Pacific. 
We should 
be ‘very 
m uch surprised lr 
this com pany could not transport all the 
troops and goods needed by Uncle Sam 
in the Philippines more rapidly and at 
much less cost than is possible by using 
transports run by the governm ent. 
At 
the sam e tim e, the aw arding of such a 
contract on fair term s would open up 
better com m unications betw een this coun- 
try and the far enst.. 
B esides estab lish ­ 
ing a line running regular and frequent 
trips to our new possessions, it would also 
furnish an outlet to our exporters into 
the m arkets of eastern A sia. 
Such a 
tract given to a shipping Arm would be 
entirely different 
from a 
bounty. 
it 
would ‘be a legitim ate paym ent lur aer 
vices rendered to the governm ent. 
In 
the end, iii our opinion, such a paym ent 
would do m ore to really benefit shipping 
than would the subsidy bills that h a 'e 
been Introduced Into C ongress by those 
SSE? wish to vote the public m oney so 
that Individuals and corporations can ob­ 
tain larger dividends.

of it.

OW that apples a ry so plentiful 
some recipes in which they can 
be used may be acceptable to the 
housekeeper: 
Claret Apples.—Mix a quarter of a 
pint of claret with half a pint of water, 
one pound of loaf sugar and the grated 
rind and juice of half a lemon. 
Boll 
for 
three 
minutes 
In 
an 
enameled 
saucepan or copper stewpan. Acid eight 
large unripe apples which have pre­ 
viously been pared and cored. 
Simmer 
gently, but do not boll, until the apples 
are quite transparent; 
then remove 
them very carefully so as not to break 
them and place in a glass, dish. 
Boll 
up the sirup briskly for three minutes 
and then pour over the apples. 
When 
cold, garnish with glace cherries and 
angelica. 
The sirup should sej In a 
clear red jelly. 
Dutch Apple Pie.—This Is a delicious 
recipe and is a nice change from the or­ 
dinary apple pie. 
Stew the required 
quantity of apples sweetened to taste, 
add a few currants and raisins, a little 
candied peel, a few chopped almonds 
and a pinch of powdered cinnamon. 
Make some puff paste, line a dish with 
p art of It, put in the apples when < old. 
Cover o*er with the rest of the paste 
and bake in a quick oven. 
Apple Tapioca Pudding - Soak one 
cup of tapioca In enough bolling w ater 
to cover it. 
When it is quite soft, stir 
In three beaten eggs, twm tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and add one quart of milk, 
also a little salt. 
Have your pudding 
dish filled with apples, pared and cored; 
stir the m ixture well and pour over the 
apples. 
Bake and eat with cream and 
sugar. 
F ruit Pudding.—Pour one quart of cold 
milk upon one pint of breadcrumbs, 
add the yolks of two eggs well beaten, 
the grated rind of one lemon, using 
only the surface of the lemon—lf any of 
the white part Is used the pudding will 
be bitter—one cupful of sugar and a 
tablespoonful of butter. 
Place in a 
moderate oven and spread over it apple 
or currant Jelly; beat the white of the 
egg to a stiff froth, add half a cupful of 
powdered sugar, juice of one lemon. 
Spread this over the jelly and brown In 
the oven.

Jam es P. Carey, the socialist of H averhill exp lain s the causes of drunk­ 
enness thus: 


“There are tw o kinds of drunkards, 
the rich and poor. 
The rich man 
drinks because he has nothing else to do. 
D runkenness am ong the poor is 
caused by a lack of sufficient nutrition, o f beautiful surroundings about their 
hom es, o f san itary conditions about their places 
of em ploym ent, 
and the 
trem endous 
drain upon their nervous force required of them under present 
Industrial conditions, 
In order to cure drunkenness we 
m ust 
rem ove the 
causes. 
The efforts of so-called tem perance people have heretofore, and are 
now directed to Its effects, leaving the cause untouched.” 


There is a good deal of truth in Mr. C arey’s diagonals of the case. 
As we 
have repeatedly stated unsanitary conditions and u n sigh tly surroundings are 
great Inducem ents to drink. 
So is bad cooking, according to Judge H adley 
of this city. 
The friends of tem perance and progress In 
this city have set out to re­ 
m ove som e of these causes. 
To secure good cooking free classes have been 
started 
In the art of cooking. 
These it is hoped 
w ill 
benefit the w orking 
people. T hey are conducted In connection w ith the P eople’s club. 
To Improve the environm ent and afford public 
breathing places a park 
com m ission w ill be appointed w hich w ill be 
expected to do 
m uch in this 
line. 
The board of health will be appealed to to Im prove the san itary condi­ 
tions w herever they are found objectionable. 
W ork along these find various other lines is pretty sure to bear good fruit, 
especially during no-license tim es w hen the tem ptation offered by the sa ­ 
loons will be removed. 
W e anticipate a tem perance revival 
this city 
so 
that Judge H adley w ill not have to sit daily 
and dispose 
of from tw en ty to 
six ty cases of drunkenness. 


COAL FAM INE. 


The coal fam ine Is still causing a va st am ount o f trouble all 
over 
the 
country. 
Schools are being closed In som e places, factories and w orkshops 
in others, w hile the suffering am ong the poor throughout the country Is in ­ 
calculable, 
A bill Is before congress for the rem oval of the tariff from 
all kinds of coal and It ahould be prom ptly passed. 
T his country 
cannot 
afford to rem ain longer at the m ercy of the coal barons. 
The coal trust 
m ust be broken up, the railroad com bine behind It m ust be broken up and 
the sooner both these things be done, the better for th e country. 
The time 
has gone by w hen the people of thie country w ill tolerate any such m onop­ 
oly as that enjoyed by the coal barons of P en n sylvan ia under the plea of di­ 
vine right. 
Lowell Is not as badly off for coal as Is 
B oston and other M assachu­ 
setts cities. Boston, being 
a seaport 
town, 
it m ight be supposed that It would 
get a supply of coal more prom ptly than 
the Inland cities. 
B ut it seem s 
to be the desire of the coal barons to 
leave 
all N ew E ngland to freeze.

In his report to 
Congress 
Secretary 
R oot called attention to the advisability 
of abandoning the arm y tran sp o rt sys­ 
tem between the U nited S tates and tho 
Philippines, m aking a contract w ith some 
shipping line to carry on th is business. 
A t the opening of the Spanish w ar the 
w ar departm ent found itself face to face 
w ith a new problem . 
T h at w as th e fu r­ 
nishing of transportation to troops and 
m unitions of w ar from our shores to 
Cuba, P orto Rico and tho Philippines. 
Ships had to be purchased for this service 
and 
as m ight be expected when Uncle 
Sam entered the m arket to get goods In a 
hurry, he w as obliged to pay a good round 
sum . 
Since the close of the w ar our 
tran sp o rt fleet has been reduced, and now 
th a t the num ber of troops in the Philip­ 
pines is to be curtailed, a still fu rth er re­ 
duction can be m ade. 
According to tho 
governm ent figures on June 30, 1!H)2, there 
w ere 22 tran sp o rts under the control of 
the w ar departm ent, ranging In »iz“ from 
a net tonnage of 3.SX to a net tonnage of 
4507. 
This list includes 15 steel vessels, 
six iron vessels and one wooden vessel. 
Nine of the tran sp o rts were built in tne 
90’s, nine in tile 90s and three In the 
70s. 
On the older ships, if operated, it 
is probable th at there would oe a heavy 
annual charge for repairs and renew s s. 
T h e shipping com pany which 
h a s b d 
for th e governm ent business Detween the 
Pacific coast and the Philippines h as a 
fleet of practically new ships, including 
som e of the finest v o siris on the Pacific. 
W e should be very 
m u ch surprised if 
th is com pany could not tra n s p o rt all th e 
troops and goods needed by Uncle S*nn 
in the Philippines m ore rapidly an d a t 
m u ch less cost th an Is possible by using 
tra n s p o rts run by the g o v ern m en t. 
A t 
th e sam e time, th e a w a rd in g of such a 
co n tra c t on fair term s would open up 
l a t t e r co m m unications betw een th is c o u a " 
trv and the fa r oast. 
Besides e s ta b lish ­ 
ing a line running re g u la r an d freq u en t 
trip s to our new possessions, It w ould also 
fu rn ish an outlet to our e x p o rte rs Into 
tho m a rk e ts of e a s te rn Asia. 
Such a con­ 
tr a c t given to a shipping firm w ould be 
en tirely different from a 
b o u n ty . 
It 
w ould be ti legitim ate p a y m e n t lo r s e r­ 
vices rendered to th e g o v e rn m e n t. 
in 
th e end. In o u r opinion, such a 
would do m ore to really benefit shipping 
th a n would th e subsidy bills t h a t nae e 
been Introduced into C ongress by those 
w ho w ish to vote th e public m oney so 
t h a t Individuals an d corp o ratio n s c a n ob­ 
tain larg er dividends.

HE average drawing room is apt 
to be a series of sad m istakes 
in the selection of furniture and 
the color scheme.

old saying that he who makes 
ne m istakes makes nothing.

but the majority go on blindly and stu­ 
pidly. stepping never the more carefully 
for remembering the slip which result­ 
ed in a broken leg. To the latter class 
may be traced many of the unsuitable 
drawing rooms so often seen. 
The first essential of a room of this 
kind is that it shall convey even to the 
most casual visitor a sense of restful­ 
ness and harmony. 
It may be stately 
with Its Louis furnishings or attractive 
in its simple belongings, but, whatever 
It is, let there be a strong note of Indi­ 
viduality everywhere. 
It is this note 
which, when successfully struck, makes 
one exclaim: “W hat a charmingly un­ 
common room! So original and quaint 
la treatm ent!” 
Of course in formal 
furnishing quaintness is impossible; the 
era to which the room belongs must be 
carried out to gain the right effect, but 
even then the arrangement may be 
original. 
As a matter of fact, many houses of 
the present day are regarded merely as 
temporary abodes where restless peo­ 
ple may leave their belongings while 
they roam far and wide In search of 
what their ancestors found by their

Now that the walls and floor have 
been provided for, the furniture is the 


window’ spaces, white enameled shelves 
will be put in to hold the books of fa­ 
vorite authors. 
As for hangings, the 
plain, self colored ones always give 
more satisfactory effects, and our mod­ 
el draw ing room will have green velour 
door draperies with 
a 
tulip design 
worked out in gold galloon as a bor­ 
der down the sides. 
These door hang- 


the reverse side harmonizing with the 
coloring of the room or hall into which 
I they 
open. 
Window 
draperies 
are 
largely a m atter of architectural con­ 
struction, 
and one is guided when 
dressing them by these peculiarities. 
The window’ I am describing is a bow 
affair, rather large and deep, and as 
the room depends entirely on this win­ 
dow for light the curtain must not cov-» 
er the whole space. 
A thin lattice net of a cream color 
has 
been 
chosen 
for 
this 
purpose. 
Across the pole at the top is hung a 
valance of net about tw'o feet deep. 
This is hemmed at the bottom, and on 
a piece of plain law’n four inches wide 
is embroidered a design of laurel leaves. 
This band is appliqued on the edge of 
the valance. 
At the sides long folds of 
the net worked in the same design as 
the top drapery reach to the floor. 
These long curtains when required are 
tied back with silk cords. 
One of the most prominent objects In 
the room is the mantelpiece, and much 
thought should be devoted to its adorn­ 
ment, as it has the power to make or 
mar the whole scheme. 
Avoid that all 
too common combination, a white man­ 
telpiece with a jet black stove or grate 
or even some of the modern ail wood 
monstrosities. The mantel for our room 
is of the white enameled wood, which 
corresponds with the moldings. 
The 
hearth and sides of the grate are lined 
with green glazed tiles, which give 
back every sparkle of the burning logs 
or gleam in quiet response to the glow­ 
ing coal. Over the mantel is placed a 
colonial glass, and on the shelf at either 
end are candelabra. 
Between these 
stand some choice bits of china 
In 
some rooms a high oti. mantel would 
look better, and a favorite motto carved 
in old English characters on the chim­ 
neypiece adds a human interest with­ 
out which personal touch no room, 
however beautiful, is complete. A room 
is never really furnished satisfactorily 
unless pictures are arranged on the 
w ails in a pleasing fashion. The m eth­ 
od of hanging pictures in groups in­ 
stead of in lines is growing obsolete. 
The line plan is far better. 
Either the 
top or the bottom of the frames follows 
the line or it may be merely imagined 
as running through the center of the 
pictures. 
This Idea if carried out will 
obviate the disagreeable effect which is 
produced w'hen pictures form a pattern 
on the wall. If fine oils or water colors 
are beyond one s means, have some 
Copley prints suitably framed as wall 
decorations. 
The painfully neat room is never 
“homelike.” However, there is a wide 
difference between tasteful disarray and 
disorder. 
Never furnish a room because 
Mrs. Ho-and-so has hers arranged in a 
certain “style.” 
Be chary, too, of the 
advice given by the decorator as to 
what is the “latest.” 
Remember this 
room is an outw-ard and visible sign of 
your artistic soul and that It Is to be 
a haven of rest from all the troubles of 
the outside world. 
EDITH M O RISO N. 
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OW th at apples are so plentiful 
some recipes in which they can 
be used may be acceptable to the 
housekeeper: 
Claret Apples.—Mix a quarter of a 
pint of claret with half a pint of water, 
one pound of loaf sugar and the grated 
rind and Juice of half a lemon. 
Boil 
for 
three 
m inutes 
iii 
an 
enameled 
saucepan or copper stewpan. Add eight 
large unripe apples which have pre­ 
viously been pared and cored. 
Simmer 
gently, but do not boil, until the apples 
are quite transparent; 
then remove 
them very carefully so as not to break 
them and place In a glass dish. 
Boll 
up the sirup briskly for three minutes 
and then pour over the apples. 
When 
cold, garnish with glace cherries and 
angelica. 
The sirup should set in a 
clear red jelly. 
Dutch Apple Pie.—This is a delicious 
recipe and is a nice change from the or­ 
dinary apple pie. 
Stew’ the required 
quantity of apples sweetened to taste, 
add a few currants and raisins, a little 
candied peel, a few chopped almonds 
and a pinch of powdered cinnamon. 
Make some puff paste, line a dish with 
part of it, put in the apples when cold. 
Cover over with the rest of the paste 
and bake in a quick oven. 
Apple Tapioca P u d d in g —Soak one 
cup of tapioca in enough boiling w ater 
to cover it. 
When it is quite soft, stir 
in three beaten eggs, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and add one q u art of milk, 
also a little salt. 
Have your pudding 
dish tilled with apples, pared and cored; 
stir the m ixture well and pour over the 
apples. 
Bake and eat with cream and 
sugar. 
F ru it Pudding.—Pour one quart of cold 
milk upon one pint of breadcrumbs, 
add the yolks of tw-o eggs well beaten, 
the grated rind of one lemon, using 
only the surface of the lemon—lf any of 
the white part is used the pudding will 
be bitter—one cupful of sugar and a 
tablespoonful of butter. 
Place in a 
moderate oven and spread over it apple 
or currant Jelly; beat the white of the 
egg to a stiff froth, add halt a cupful of 
powdered sugar, juice of one lemon. 
Spread this over the jelly and brown In 
the oven.
